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GDA  ENTERS 
POLITICAL  ARENA

Governor  Dummer  Academy  has 
recently  altered  the  stereotype  which 
asserts  that,  lofty  goals  and  deficient 
practices  distinguish  civic  education 
in  American  schools.  Many  educators 
have  viewed  programs  in  political 
and  governmental  affairs  as  a  central 
core  in  the  social  studies  curricula, 
and  as  an  effective  method  in  devel- 
oping involved  and  knowledgeable 
youth  in  the  democratic  milieu.  Yet 
civic  education  has  likewise  been 
criticised  severely  in  recent  years  as 
inadequate  in  content,  in  techniques 
of  instruction,  and  in  the  consequen- 
ces of  teaching.  Within  this  year, 
however,  the  Academy  has  been  pro- 
viding a  generating  philosophy  and 
direction  which  has  already  charted 
new  directions  for  civic  education 
among  secondary  schools. 

For  many  years  the  landscape  of 
civic  education  in  the  United  States 
has  been  hallmarked  by  a  variety  of 
inadequacies.  Often  it  has  lacked  a 
clear  focus  and  a  tightly-knit  concep- 
tual framework.  Bland  description, 
superficial  moralizing,  and  distortion 
of  reality  blight  traditionally  con- 
ceived resource  materials.  Knowledge 
about  politics  produced  by  both  pol- 
iticians and  social  scientists  during 
the  past  decade  has  not  had  an  im- 
mediate nor  a  pervasive  impact  upon 
what  is  actually  taught  in  most 
schools.  Also,  many  "civics"  courses 
are  devoid  of  the  perspectives  of  con- 
temporary political  science.  For  ex- 
ample, the  socio-cultural  heritage  of 
political  behavior  and  of  extra-legal 
factors  that  influence  public  decisions 
and  the  functioning  of  government 
are  ignored.  At  other  times  there 
simply  has  not  been  sufficient  effort 
to  develop  skills  of  inquiry  in  stu- 
dents, and  the  price  has  been  to 
neglect  preparation  for  careful  value 
analysis.  Heretofore  formal  instruc- 
tion has  had  little  lasting  impact 
upon  learners  and  recent  studies 
document    the    ignorance    of    young 
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people  about  the  structure  and  func- 
tions of  government,  and  perhaps 
most  importantly,  the  strategies  of 
effective  political  activity.  In  the 
past,  civic  education  meant  the  study 
of  what  was,  or  what  ought  to  be,  or 
what  was  formal  and  legal  —  and 
so  little  of  civics  meant  what  the 
actual   political   world   involved. 

In  order  to  explore  methods  and 
philosophies  for  civic  education, 
Governor  Dummer  has  aided  in  the 
establishment  of  a  coordinated  foun- 
dation with  Milton  Academy  and 
Wellesley  High  School.  Through  a 
comprehensive  educational  program 
encompassing  a  host  of  activities 
there  will  be  many  opportunities 
for  students  to  investigate  and  parti- 
cipate in  a  realistic  and  contempo- 
rary civic  service  environment.  With 
ihe  generosity  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John 
A.  Long  of  Wellesley,  Massachusetts, 
the  Civic  Service  Education  Found- 
ation has  been  established  with  these 
schools  for  the  express  objective  of 
exposing  students  to  a  variety  of 
governmental   and  political   issues. 

The  Foundation  has  been  develop- 
ing extensive  contact  points  between 
secondary  school  students  and  im- 
portant public  servants  as  an  impor- 
tant part  of  its  approach.  The  three 
founding  members  believe  that  in  a 
time  when  emotionalism  and  sensa- 
tionalism are  inherent  in  public  de- 
cisions,  it  is  of  great   importance   to 
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ALUMNI  DAY 

MAY  4,  1974 

This  year  Alumni  Day  saw  eighty- 
three  graduates  and  their  families 
return  for  a  day  of  good  food,  good 
talk,  and  good  times.  With  cloudy 
skies  up  to  9:30  a.m.  there  was  some 
question  as  to  what  the  turnout 
would  be.

The  topics 
included  the  art,  music,  and  drama 
programs,  the  school  newspaper  "The 
Governor,"  senior  spring  term  proj- 
ects, and  the  public  school  versus  the 
private  school.  Comments  from  both 
the  alumni  and  the  students  indicate 
that  both  groups  found  the  experi- 
ence very  informative  and  enjoyable. 

The  seminar  given  by  Doug  Miller 
'46,  chairman  of  the  science  depart- 
ment, on  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee,  of  which  he  is  also  chair- 
man, drew  quite  well.  Other  semi- 
nars dealt  with  Governor  Dummer 
and  the  current  economic  climate, 
given  by  the  business  manager,  Jack 
Hosmer  '33,  the  business  manager- 
elect,  Don  Champoux,  and  the  treas- 
urer of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dick 
Osgood  '53,  and  this  year's  activities 
in  the  development  and  admissions 
olfices. 

Lunch  was  a  cookout  on  the  Phil- 
lips Lawn.  By  this  time  most  of  the 
alumni  who  came  back  were  here 
and  enjoyed  hamburgers  and  hot 
dogs  cooked  over  an  open  grill  and 
salad.  Brisk  winds  and  damp  grass 
necessitated  eating  in  the  dining  hall.

attract  into  positions  of  responsibil- 
ity persons  of  intelligence  and  integ- 
rity. The  scale  and  complexity  of 
public  affairs  has  become  so  enor- 
mous that  only  by  attracting  the 
youth  of  America  into  civic  educa- 
tion will  it  be  possible  to  successfully 
develop  an  effective  democracy  in 
the  future. 

Mr.  Peter  Keyes,  formerly  of  the 
Massachusetts  Common  Cause,  has 
been  appointed  Executive  Director 
of  the  Foundation  and  is  developing 
an  effective  program  among  the  Gov- 
ernor Dummer,  Milton,  and  Welles- 
ley  communities.  Among  the  first 
methods  which  the  Foundation  has 
initiated   are   included: 

•  Visiting  fellowships  in  residence 

•  The  delivery  of  important  polit- 
ical statements  by  distinguished 
individuals  in  political  and  gov- 
ernmental  fields 

•  Student  travel  and  internship 
scholarships 

•  Individual  work-study  projects 
in  government  centers 

•  Curriculum,  material  and  media 
resources 

•  Community-service    projects 

•  Campus  intergroup  relations 
The  successful  inauguration  of  the 
Civic  Service  Education  Foundation 
took  place  at  Milton  Academy,  and 
Mr.  Elliot  Richardson,  former  Attor- 
ney General  of  the  United  States, 
was  the  featured  speaker.  Headmaster 
John  Ragle,  also  a  Trustee  of  the 
Foundation,  members  of  the  History 
Department,  and  a  large  group  of 
Academy  students  were  enthusiastic 
participants  in  this  opening  program. 

It  has  been  the  philosophy  of 
Governor  Dummer's  participation 
in  civic  education  that  schools  should 
not  be  the  birthplace  of  cynicism  or 
despair  regarding  American  democ- 
racy. The  traditions  of  unrealism 
and  romanticism  are  being  signifi- 
cantly changed  through  a  commit- 
ment to  the  Foundation.  The  exis- 
tence of  conflict,  the  importance  of 
self-interest,  the  failures  of  public 
policies,  and  the  unequal  distribu- 
tion of  political  power  are  areas  of 
deep  concern  in  modern  civic  educa- 
tion. In  providing  contacts  between 
the  school  community  and  the  polit- 
ical arena,  the  dynamics  of  citizen- 
ship —  how  individuals  participate 
in  the  decision-making  process,  how 
leadership  is  exercised,  and  how  con- 
flicts are  managed  —  will  be  primary 
objectives  of  each  program.  The 
Governor  Dummer  community  finds 
this  opportunity  both  vital  and  im- 
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portant,  to  participate  effectively 
and  democratically  in  a  variety  of 
civic  experiences,  and  in  so  doing 
make  the  realities  of  education  meet 
its  promises  and  potentialities.  Per- 
haps Senator  J.  William  Fulbright 
made  the  point  best,  over  a  decade 
ago,  when  he  told  the  President  of 
the  United  States: 

.  .  .  there  is  an  inevitable  diver- 
gence, attributable  to  the  imper- 
fections of  the  human  mind 
between  the  world  as  it  is  and 
the    world    as    men    perceive    it* 


As  long  as  our  perceptions  are 
reasonably  close  to  objective 
reality,  it  is  possible  for  us  to 
act  upon  our  problems  in  a  ra- 
tional and  appropriate  manner. 
But  when  our  perceptions  fail 
to  keep  pace  with  events,  when 
we  refuse  to  believe  something 
because  it  displeases  or  frightens 
us,  or  because  it  is  simply  start- 
lingly  unfamiliar,  then  the  gap 
between  fact  and  perception  be- 
comes a  chasm,  and  action  be- 
comes  irrelevant   and   irrational.
